Death Announcement. 

A statement issued from the Beck 
home by Dr. Walter A. Bloedorn, at- 
tending physician, said: 

“Mr. Beck. died suddenly at 4:30 
p. m. from coronary thrombosis at 
his residence. He had appeared well 
at luncheon and was dressed and walk- 
ing about at 3:30 when the attack 
came. He died within a short time.” 

Beck was a member of four terms 
of congress from the first district. 

He was born in Philadelphia, July |

In making public the letters with- 
out comment, the State Department 
explained that those of the remaining 
three countries—Paraguay, Ecuador 
and Bolivia—had not yet been released 
for publieation by their governments.

America and of President Roosevelt's

ADDIS ABABA, April 12.—/)— 
Reserve manpower totaling 300,000 
warriors have moved into defensive 
positions across northern Ethiopia un- 
der the personal direction of Emperor 
Haile Selassie, the government an- 
nounced today. 

An official spokesman described as 
propaganda Italian reports that the 
emperor is fleeing in disguise or con- 

sidering abdicating. 

A direct mesage from the emperor 
showed he is safe, the spokesman as- 
serted, adding that the morale of the 
nation still is high.

Griffin, of the same address, on 
charges of disorderly conduct and re- 
ceiving stolen goods. 

A diamond ring valued at $200 was 
recovered in a sewer at Pulliam and 
Crumley street, where Foster said he 
had hidden the jewelry, but the rest, 
valued at about $800, had apparently 
been washed down the sewer by re- 
cent heavy rains. 

Foster said he did not remember 
what he did with the rest of the cash 
stolen from the bonding company, but 
that he had “probably lost it.”

Tampa Kidnap Case Moved 
to Bartow After Preju- 
dice Charge. 


BARTOW, Fla., April 12.—()— 
For the second time the state of Flori- 
da tomorrow makes an effort to pick 
six men to try the first of the Tampa 
flogging cases growing out of mob yio- 
lence against a trio of unemployed or- 
ganizers and political workers. 

The trials were moved here from 
Tampa when attorneys for 11 men 
accused of the crimes won their argu- 
ment that failure to select a six-map 
jury from a venire of 108 Hillsbor- 
ough county citizens proved the con- 
tention that a fair and impartial trial 
was impossible in the city and coun- 
ty where Joseph Shoemaker was fa- 
tally manhandled and Sam Rogers and 
E. F. Poulnot were severely injured. 

This time, however, seven of the 11 
defendants go on trial. Three were 
called before the bar at the unfinished 
trial in Tampa. The seven are charged 
with kidnaping Poulnot. Former Po- 
lice Chief R. G. Tittsworth, of Tam- 
pa, is charged with being an accessory 
after the fact while the six others 
are named as actual kidnapers. They 
are C. A. Brown, John P. Bridges, 
J. W. Carlisle, Sam E. Crosby, F. W 
Switzer and Robert Chappel. 

Brown, Bridges and Carlisle were 
the three called to trial at Tampa. All 
six are former Tampa policemen and 
special officers. Tittsworth is charged 
with knowing of their guilt and pro- 
tecting them by an official statement 
exonerating them of any connection 
with the crimes.

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WUSTVE BODY PROBES 
FOR FERTLZER TRUST 


Rep. Tarver, of Georgia, 
Declares Farmers Are 
Being Robbed. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—P/)— 
An assertion by Representative Tar- 
ver, democrat, Georgia, that farmers 
“are Pi being robbed of mil- 
lions of dollars annually” led today to 
an investigation by the Justice De- 
partment to determine whether a “fer- 
tilizer trust” exists. 

John Dickinson, assistant attorney 
general in charge of the anti-trust di- 
vision, said he had ordered the inquiry 
after Tarver had submitted informa- 
tion which he contended justified “the 
belief that an agreement in restraint 
of trade exists between the various 
corporations ‘n the manufacture of 
commercial fertilizer.” 

The information was brought out in 
hearings on tie Agriculture Depart- 
ment appropriation bill before a house 
appropriations subcommittee, of which 
the Georgia congressman is a member. 

Dr. W. W. Skinner, assistant chief 
of the Bureau -of Chemistry and Soils, 
reported to the committee that Ameri- 
can farmers normally use between 
7,000,000 and 8,000,000 tons of com- 
mercial fertilizer each year at a cost 
of approximately .$250,000,000. 

‘“‘We have started an inquiry of the 
basis of Representative Tarver’s data,” 
Dickinson said, “but until we have 
made a thoreugh analysis of the in- 
formation, and an inquiry into the set- 
up and practices of the fertilizer 
manufacturing companies, it will be 
impossible to makg any determina- 
tion of fact, or to undertake any ac- 
tion, if that appears necessary.” 

Farmers are not in a position to in- 
stigate an inquiry before the Federal 
Trade Commission, Tarver said, but 
there is “ample evidence” on which the 
Department of Justice can proceed and 
take what action may be deemed nec- 


essary.

PAPER MAKING MOVING SOUTH 

Steps toward the use of southern 
loblolly pine in making white print 
paper are revealed by the Manu- 
facturers Record in the report that 
‘‘new investments in paper plant 
facilities in the south, covering 
projects recently completed, under 
way or scheduled, total more than 
$13,000,000.” 

The latest general contract for 
construction to be awarded is that 
of the Kraft pulp and paper mill for 
the Crosett Lumber Company at 
Crossett, Ark., estimated to involve 
an investment of $4,000,000. It is 
stated that the Container Corpora- 
tion of America has picked a site 
at Fernandina, Fla., and that nego- 
tiations are now under way toward 
the establishment of two new major 
paper plants along the Atlantic sea- 
board. 

A contract has recently been let 
for a pulp mill to be established at 
Houston, Texas; construction is be- 
ing rushed on the $4,000,000 paper 
and bag mill for the Union Bag & 
Paper Company of New York city, 
at Savannah, Ga., and an expansion 
program involving the outlay of 
$500,000 is being completed at the 
John H. Heald Company’s Lynch- 
burg, Va., plant for the production 
of liner board. 

Gradually the paper industry is 
increasing from Maryland to Texas, 
and southern publishers are seeking 
to promote establishment of one or 
more plants for making newsprint 
from southern pine. In this con- 
nection Dr. Charles H. Herty, of 
Savannah, who perfected the process 
for the manufacture of paper from 
scuthern pine trees, said that an 
excellent grade of newsprint had 
been made from five-year-old pines, 
the youngest ever used for that pur- 
pose.

HIGH-GRADE CATTLE 

A milestone in the forward march 
of the beef cattle industry in Geor- 
gia was passed at the recent fat 
cattle show held in Savannah, when 
an Angus steer, raised by Colonel 
E. B. Weatherly, of Cochran, was 
declared grand champion of the 
show, the animal being the first 
steer ever bred, raised and finished 
in Georgia to grade prime. 

To grade prime means the animal 
must be purebred, of good beef con- 
formation, and must be fed for not 
less than nine months on a ration 
of not less than 60 per cent grain. 
This steer met all those require- 
ments. 

Winning the grand championship 
at the annual international fat stock 
show in Chicago is an honor hotly 
contested by foremost beef cattle- 
men of the country, and it would 
now appear that Georgia’s beef cat- 
tle industry has progressed to the 
point where entries from this state 
will be contesting at Chicago with 
the best beef animals of the coun- 
try for first place. 

It will also mean that at future 
stock shows in Georgia Colonel 
Weatherly will have sharp compe- 
tition, for there are many breeders 
of purebred beef cattle in Georgia 
who will compete for the prize he 
won at the Savannah show—which 
competition will lead on to further 
improvement in Georgia beef cattle. 
But those who compete with 
Colonel Weatherly will have “to be 
up and doing.” He is a retired law- 
yer of high repute and operates a 
4,000-acre farm near Cochran de- 
voted exclusively to the raising of 
purebred and grade livestock—An- 
gus cattle, Hampshire hogs and 
sheep.

Flaming Churches 

In Spain. 

ZURICH, Switzerland—In 1934 the 
reaction in Spain made a comeback 
and incarcerated 40,000 individuals, 
after drowning the revolt of the As- 
turian miners and peasants in blood. 
The populations of whole villages 
were driven into churches and the 
churches set on fire. A French news- 
paperman who had taken a photo of} 
a Moorish soldier carrying the sev- 
ered heads of four or five miners in 
his belt, was assassinated in prison. 
I myself saw the bodies of bayonet- 
ted little children lying in the streets. 

I, for one, am not surprised the 
people are taking revenge now that 
pendulum has swung back and the 
left is sitting on top once more. They 
turned against the churches and mon- 
asteries because the church showed it- 
self the political ally of the reaction 
in those other days of blood. The re- 
venge, however, is hitherto not a hun- 
dredth time as bloody as the repres- 
sion of 1934 was. But there is no 
telling what may happen next. The 
eternal yahoo is certainly not dead 
in the hearts of men. =

On the immediate program stands 
a visit to Spain, but not before the 
French elections lie behind, for they 
announce themselves very tumultuous- 
ly and terpestuously. Herr Hitler’s 
move in the Rhineland has changed a 
lot in Europe and may change more. 
If the Germans start to build a fort- 
chain in turn, as they certainly will, 
for who is there to say them no, 
France will be cut off from her east- 
ern Huropean allies.

The Red Army. 


While speaking on the ratification 
of the Franco-Russian pact in the 
chamber of deputies in Baris, Mon- 
sieur Pierre Cot, former minister of 
air, said he had attended the military 
maneuvers in Russia this summer and 
had seen one thing which had struck 
him particularly: Russian -giant 
planes, he said, had transferred a 
whole division of troops with machine 
guns, light artillery and tanks by air 
and dropped them behind the “enemy” 
lines in two hours. The performance 
is almost incredible. Still, Hitler men- 
tioned it also in a speech to which I 
listened the other night, via the radio, 
of course. Before coming to America 
next winter I hope to visit the U. S. 
S. R. once more and pay particular 
attention to the red army. I have no 
doubt in my mind that it is a very 
efficient and very colossal force, but 
bow strong is the pro-government sen- 
timent in that army? There is the 
whole question. 

In ten years’ time, I am sure, as 
every discerning observer is sure, the 
army of Russia will be invincible, be- 
cause by that time a generation will 
have grown up in Russia which did 
not know Joseph, so to speak. I 
mean a generation wholly imbued with 
the ideology of the soviets. The 
thing to find out is how far has this 
ideology extended its sway over the 
present population between the ages 
of 17 and 40. And then I am going 
to study the new religious revival in 
Russia, of which we hear so little 
in these western countries, but which 
is real just the same. ‘ 


Spain Is Calling. 

Before Russia, however, comes 
Spain. I plan to stay a month or 
so and do not intend to confine my- 
self to observations in the big cities, 
but also visit the villages. would 
dare to bet that a revolution breaks 
out while I am there. If there is no 
upheaval I go on to Portugal. I 
have not seen any Portuguese since 
that memorable night at Villers-aux- 
Bois, when the Australians had_ to 
take over a section of the front line 
held by the Portugese, and in the 
darkness mistook the Portugese for 
Germans, whereupon a two-hour bay- 
onet massacre ensued between allies. 
Yes, there was one other occasion, 
which falls later. About to go to 
England on leave, I stopped over in 
Le Havre one night and sat down in a 
tavern by the quays. As I sat there 
with what was described on the bill 
of fare as a “high-class American 
drink,” some Portugese warriors 
came in. They were in a high state 
of excitement and began to grow exas- 
perating. I poured out a glass of red 
wine and put it down on the table 
before the loudest talker amongst our 
noble allies and said: “Kamerad!” 
By wav of answer he spat in the 
glass. The next moment he was on 
the floor, the only time in my life I 
used a coal scuttle to knock a man 
down. I hope I don’t meet that fel-

HEALTH TALKS 


When I was an interne it was cus- 
tomary for the nurse to report that 
a patient had ceased breathing, where- 
upon the learned doctor came to the 
ward and pronounced the man dead. 
Nowadays, with nurses on a three- 
year training course, I suppose the 
interne observes that the patient has 
ceased breathing and summons the 
nurse to decide whether the man is 
beyond recall. After all, one who 
stops breathing for more than two 
minutes rarely resumes breathing at 


all, unless a bystander knows how to 
resuscitate—and for a country that 
prides itself on knowing much it is 
astonishing how few bystanders know 
w to make a person resume breath- 
ing. Even physicians sometimes have 
quaint notions about this. 

Coronary thrombosis need not de- 
tain you if you haven't got it; but 
if you have it or are training for it, 
listen—coronary thrombosis in many 
instances causes paroxysmal! nocturnal 
dyspnea and perhaps no other trou- 
ble symptoms for — or years 
ante mortem.

HOLLYWOOD, April 12.—Tin Pan 
Alley has moved. Lindy’s Restaurant 
on Broadway no longer resounds with 
the chit-chat of tunesters and lyric 
writers, and every week at least one of 
the few song stragglers left behind in 
New York boards a train or plane to 
swell the ranks.of composers and lyric 
writers now garnering fat financial 
harvests in Hollywood. 

In all, 130 song writers are living 
on the coast—100 reside in Hollywood, 
with 5 actively working on contract 


and curent assignments. Chief among 
these masters of song fashion are Je- 
rome Kern, Arthur Schwartz, Sigmund 
Romberg, Irving Berlin, Cole Porter 
Irving Caesar, Gus Kahn, Nacio Herb 
Brown, Buddy de Sylva (now an as 
sociate producer), Lew Pollack, Harry 
Warren and Al Dubin. 

No other profession has undergone 
so great a change in so short a time -ae 
has song writing. Where once the 
tunesters sat in stuffy New York of- 
fices, banged out a song as the spirit 
moved them, and relied on royalties 
from the sale of sheet music for daily 
bread and butter, they now work on 
assignment in elegant studio offices, in 
Palm Springs, Mexico, or anywhere 
they choose, and are paid weekly sala- 
es, or receive lump sums for their 
services. 

“Hollywood is the promised land for 
song writers, the land of cake and 
cream, the Utopia of regular work, 
regular pay and beautiful girls. Any 
song writer who fails to be happy here 
deserves to be horse-whipped, and have 
his head examined.”

weeks have killed 466 persons and in- 

jured more than 3,400. 
Cross survey completed yes- 


southeastern flood areas now un- 
der Red Cross relief, deaths were list- 
ed at 124, injuries 2,045, with many 
thousands of families affected. 

The Gainesville death toll was set 
at 202 and 934 injured. Of those kill 
ed 80 were heads of families, leaving 
many widows and orphans. The re- 
port said 800 home were demolfhed 
and 900 damaged in thie area, with 
more than 1, families registered 
for assistance. 

In the Tupelo-Boonesville area the 
report said 214 were killed, 54 injur- 
ed seriously and incapacitated for 
weeks.

Six Bills In Conference. 

Although not a single big bill was 
passed during the President’s 20-day 
vacation, a half-dozen of the 11 impor- 
tant appropriation measures will be 
sent to his desk as soon as: senate 
and house conferees compose their dif- 
ferences. 

Also in conference or ready to go 
there are a $410,000,000 rural electri- 
fication bill, an anti-lobbying measure, 
and a third to enlarge the powers of 
the RFC to make reconstruction loans 
in flood and storm swept regions. 

Taxes, relief and the naval appro- 
priation bill are the only other mea- 
sures definitely slated for enactment. 

Speaker Byrns has picked them for 
house consideration in that order. 

Tomorrow a house appropriations 
subcommittee, considering the Presi- 
dent’s request for an additional $1,500- 
000,000 for the WPA, will hear from 
Daniel Bell, acting director of the 
budget, how past relief appropriations 
have been spent. A delegation of the 
Workers’ Alliance of America also 
will appear to ask for increased re- 
lief benefits. 

At the same time a group of rep- 
resentatives. will meet to frame de- 
mands that a part of the $1,500,000,- 
000 be earmarked for public works 
projects. 

The senate plans to finish the im- 
peachment trial of Federal Judge 
Halsted L. Ritter, of Florida, , before 
turning to flood control for the Mis- 
sissippi valley. 

Ocean Mail Bill. 

Although the President’s power to 
cancel ocean mail contracts automat- 
ically became void March 31, a senate- 
approved bill to extend that authority 
has shown no signs of emerging from 
the house merchant marine committee. 

Congressional sources intimated it 
might have been bottled up in the 
hope of forcing action this session on 
new ship subsidy legislation to re- 
place the contracts. The house ap- 
proved a subsidy bill last session, but 
a similar measure has struck a snag 
in the senate.

MORAVIAN EASTER SERVICES 

WINSTON,SALEM, WN. C., April 
12.—(?)—A crowd estimated by of- 
ficials at 40,000 attended today’s Mo- 
ravian sunrise service and heard Bish- 
op J. Kenneth Pfohl utter the cen- 
turies- old proclamation: “The Lord 
is risen !”’ 

Chief Usher Ernest Pfohl said the 
throng was the largest in the 169- 
year history of the service here. 

Preliminaries to the dawn service 
began with the hours after midnight 
when bands, numbering more than 300 
musicians, played antiphonally the old 
German songs. 

Stained glass windews of the Mo- 
ravian chapel formed a backdrop for 
Bishop Pfohl of the southern Mora- 
vian province, as the service opened 
just before dawn. 

“I believe in the only God—Fa- 
ther, Sen and the Holy Ghost,” he 
said, and from the throng came the 
words of the liturgy: 

“This I verily believe.” 

“Behold the Son of God—was cru- 
ecified, dead and buried—rose again 
from the dead,” the bishop said. 

Then, as bands played Bishop Pfohl 
led the way and the multitude fol- 
lowed, marching eight abreast, to 
“God’s acre,” where 2,500 Moravian 
dead lie about 400 yards from the 
church. 

Here the thousands sang “Nearer 
My God to Thee,” after which the 
bishop closed the service with: 

“Glory be to Him who is the res- 
urrection and the life!” 


50,000 MOSCOWITES 
PACK CHURCHES 

MOSCOW, April 12.—(UP)—More 
than 50,000 Russians fought. and 
shoved their way into Moscow's re- 
maining 28 churches tonight to at- 
tend midnight Easter mass. 

Thousands of worshippers, unable 
to get into the churches, staged a 
candlelight procession through the 
Slushy streets, seeking to haye their 
}Easter cheesecakes blessed. 

These scenes were duplicated 
throughout the soviet union, as Easter 
this year coincided with the soviet 
free day and thus was declared a le- 
gal and religious holiday. 

Each year, as the number of 
churches is reduced they become more 
crowded. Eight were torn down in 
Moscow last or Moscow alone had 
454 churches before the revolution and 
throughout Russia there were 48,000, 
whereas now there are slightly less 
than 3,000. 

Mass was celebrated without any 
mocking by atheists, as most Russian 
non-believers now frown on undigni-

Storms and excessive rainfall in the 
southeast, it was said, made work in 
the cotton fields east of the Missis- 
sippi rive? almost impossible. The 
work was said to be three weeks late 
in some sections. West of the river,

When To Bid Two No-Trump 


An opening two no-trump bid is the 
next step above a one no-trump bid, 
showing the same type of hand but 
much stronger. ‘The distribution re- 
quired, 4-3-3-3,;is the. same, but. the 
hand must contain five and a half to 
six and a half honor tricks, and they 
must be divided among all four suits, 
with at least Q 10 x or K x x in every 
suit. : 

An opening two no-trump bid 
should not be made with more than 
six and a half honor tricks, but may 
be made with only five honor tricks 
if nine honor cards are included in 
the hand. Bid ys — with the 
following type of hand: 

Spade Q 10 6, heart K 10 6 4, 
diamond A K Q, club A K Q, spade 
K Q 6, heart A K 3, diamond A K 6, 
club K J 10 2.

TOWNSEND LAWYER

Declares Sending of All 
Records Would Cripple

LOS ANGELES, April 12.—(/)— 
Defiance of a congressional committee 
subpoena was voiced today by an at- 
torney for Townsend Old-Age Revolv- 
ing Pensions, Ltd., as the inquiry 
shifted here from Washington.

‘Hope’ of Resurrection of Dead 
Courage Source, Rev. Davis Says 


Editor's Note: This is the 63rd in 
a series of articles dealing with At- 
lanta pastors and their services. Ad- 
ditional articles will appear on suc- 
ceeding Mondays. 

The hope “of the resurrection of 
the dead has been the Christian’s 
greatest source of courage, strength 
and comfort,” the Rev. F. McConnell 
Davis, pastor of the Cascade Baptist 
church, said in his sermon yesterday 
on “The ‘Hope’ of the Resurrection.” 

He said, in part: 

“The most joyful note in the Chris- 
tian religion is the ‘hope’ of the res- 
urrection of the dead. This joyful note 
has its basis, first of all, in the his- 
torically established faet of the resur- 
rection *of our Savior nearly 2, 
years ago. And secondly, in the bless- 
ed promise of our Savior that one day 
we, like him, shall come from our 
graves triumphant over sin and 
death. 

Promise of Resurrection. 


“There is a universal doubt that the 
grave ends all. The inquiry expressed 
by one of old, ‘Ifa man die, shall he 
live again? is one of the deepest in- 
quiries of the human soul, and is as 
universal as mankind. But when 
Jesus came forth from the tomb He 
not only gave a complete and _ final 
answer to this. universal inquiry, but 
in the promise of our eventual resur- 
rection from the dead He gave unto 
us our greatest incentive for righteous 
living and courageous service. 

“The hope of the resurrection of the 
dead was the central note in the més- 
sage of the early Christians. On the 
day of Pentecost Peter preached the 
resurrection of the dead. In Acts 4:33 
we are told that ‘with great power 
gave the apostles witness of the res- 


urrection of the Lord Jesus.’ Nowhere 
in all of his writings does Paul reach 
a higher plane of thought and expe- 
rience than in his discussion of’ the 
resurrection of the dead, recorded in 
the 15th chapte?# of I Corinthians. 
Life Beyond Death. 

“For the true disciple of Christ 

Jesus the hope of the resurrection 


tukes away much of the horror and 
dread of death. The promise of life 
beyond death has come to be a mat- 
ter of experience and ‘he serrows not 
as others who have no hope.’ But rath- 
er he is confident that he who is ris- 
en is able to quicken our mortal bodies 
also. ‘For if we believe that Jesus 


died and rose again, even them also 


which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with Him.’ I Thes. 4:14. 

“The hope of the resurrection of 
the dead has been the Christian’s 
greatest source of courage, strength 
and comfort. It has calmed the fears 
of many in times of persecution as 
they have placed their necks upon the 
block, or have gone to the stake. De- 
vout men have found strength in the 
glorious hope of the resurrection as 


they faced death upon the battlefield: 


And -today in those communities 60 
near us where the recent storms have 
wrought such destruction, death and 
separation, there is for those who are 
‘in Christ Jesus’. the blessed consola- 
tion’ and comfort that the separation 
is not for always. For one day ‘the 
Lord himself shall descend from heav- 
en with a shout, with the voice of 
the archangel, and with the trump of 
God, and the dead in Christ shall rise 
+ » « and so shall we ever be with 
the Lord. Wherefore comfort one an- 
other with these words.’’ 


FOR REVOLT BY NAZIS 


Government Unable To Halt 
' Gun-Running, But Leaders 
| Incarcerated.

VIEN VA, April 12.—(UP)—Aus- 
tria’s anti-nazi government grimly pre- 
pared today to combat a nazi coup sim- 
ilar to that which took the life of 
Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss in 1934. 

A government spokesman said fears 
of a nazi uprising had increased be- 
cause of conspicuous nazi activity 
throughout the country. He admitted 
concern because the government has 
been unable to completely suppress 
gun-running. 

Police were ordered to arrest lead- 
ers in nazi “cells” especially in south- 
ern Austria where terroristic acts were 
believed to have been plotted during 
the past few weeks. 

With police rounding up nazi plot 
suspects the military and gendarmerie 
throughout the country have been or- 
dered to maintain an “alert.” Strong 
guards have been posted along the 
northern frontiers. Patrols are ac- 
tive on the national highways. Sus- 
pected nazi organizations are being 
“purged” through the process of lodg- 
Picnic leaders in jail. 
risOns' and concentration camps, 
which were almost empty at the start 
of the year, are filling up rapidly as 
a. result of the determined government 
drive against its enemies. 

Renewed, intensive nazi activity in 
Austria coincided with Germany's mil- 
itary reoccupation of the Rhineland. 

Austrian nazis are estimated to to- 
tal 25 per cent of the population. 
The government rushed through to 
passage its universal military service 
law in hope of enrolling in the army 
or in labor battalions youths who 
otherwise might join nazi secret 
groups. 

Government forces announced confi- 
dence in their ability to suppress any 
attempt at an uprising if it originates 
internally but they were concerned 
lest Austrian nazis reecive outside as- 
sistance. 

Chancellor Kurt Schuschnigg was 
represented as relying upon assurances 
from Premier Benito Mussolino that 
black shirt forces would be rushed 
across the border to assist his tiny 


armv if Austria’s independence is men- 
' aced,
